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FOREWORD 


This report is the twenty-third in a series of annual Estimates of 
School Statistics compiled by the Research Division of the National Educa- 
tion Association. ТЄ presents statistical predictions for public elemen- 
tary and secondary schools for the school year 1964-65 and revised estimates 
for the school year 1963-64. Included are figures on administrative organ- 
ization, pupils, professional staff, and revenues and expenditures for the 
nation as a whole and for each of the 50 states and the District of Colum- 
bia. In addition, the states have been grouped according to geographical 
area, and regional subtotals are included where possible. 


With few exceptions, which are noted in the report, these estimates 
are consistent in definition with the figures published by the U. S. Office 
of Education in its series, Statistics of State School Systems.  Neverthe- 
less, the figures contained herein should be identified as estimates and 
should not be used in lieu of official figures after the statistics of the 
U. S. Office of Education become available. 


This project is a co-operative one, involving state departments of edu- 
cation and state education associations as well as the NEA Research Divi- 
sion. Carefully prepared estimates by the NEA Research Division are submit- 
ted to the state departments of education and to the state education asso- 
ciations for verification or revision. А11 state figures which have not 
been approved or revised or altered in light of the comments from the var- 
ious states are marked as NEA Research Division estimates. 


The totals for the United States for 1957-58 and for prior years in- 
clude 48 states and the District of Columbia. Alaska is included in the 
totals for 1958-59; and both Alaska and Hawaii, in the totals for 1959-60 
and subsequent years. Figures for the Canal Zone, Guam, Puerto Rico, and 
the Virgin Islands are given in Table 12.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


Each state has a state department of education, headed by a chief state school officer, which 
exercises general control over public elementary and secondary schools. Many states, particularly 
those with large numbers of small school districts, have intermediate administrative units operat- 
ing between the state and the local level. These intermediate units do not operate schools but ren- 
der consultative, advisory, and statistical services, and perform regulatory and inspectional func- 
tions. The local school district is the basic administrative unit for the operation of elementary 
and secondary schools or for contracting for school services. The governing body of the district 
is the school board. The chief administrative officer is the superintendent of schools. 


Basic Administrative Units 


In organization, size, and characteristics,local school districts vary greatly throughout the 
United States. They may be independent governmental units or agencies of a state, county, or 
local government. All school districts in 29 states are independent governmental units; in four 
states and the District of Columbia all districts are dependent. In the remaining states there are 
school districts of both types.— s is than 4 out of every 5 school districts are not coterminous 
with other local governmental units .2 


A school district may operate a school system for all or for some of its children or may pay 
other school districts for these services. In complexity of operation, these basic local units 
range from one-teacher rural systems to large metropolitan systems serving thousands. 


Data compiled from Bureau of the Census information indicate the wide range in the size of 
school systems. For the 1961-62 school year, 36.2 percent of operating public school systems had 
an enrollment of fewer than 50 pupils, whereas 3.4 percent had enrollments of 6,000 or more. 


The number of basic administrative units reported in 1931-32 was 127,422. Primarily as a re- 
sult of reorganization laws, which have facilitated the consolidation and annexation of school dis- 
tricts, the number of such units has declined steadily. The 1964-65 total of 28,814 represents a 
77.4-percent decrease from 1931-32 figure; a 51.9-percent decrease in the 10-year period since 
1954-55; and a 7.l-percent decrease in the last year. 


The trend over the past 10 years in the total number of basic administrative units in the 
states and the District of Columbia is shown below by combining figures of the U. S. Office of Edu- 
cation with NEA Research Division estimates (NEA Research Division estimates are starred):

Of the 28,814 basic administrative units estimated for 1964-65, 25,656, or 89.0 percent, are 


operating school districts; the remaining 3,158 do not operate any school facility but transfer 
their pupils elsewhere. A comparison of regional distributions of operating school districts and 
pupil enrollments, shown below, gives some indication of the variation in the size of school dis- 
tricts.

Board Members 


With the decrease in the number of administrative units has come a decrease in the number 
of school-board members and trustees. These are citizens elected or appointed to determine policy 
and to exercise general supervision over the operations of the local school districts. The U. S. 
Office of Education reported a total of 423,974 school-board members in 1933. Ву 1963-64 the num- 
ber of school-board members in basic units had decreased to an estimated 143,656. In 1964-65 the 
number of school-board members was estimated at 137,103. 


Superintendent of Schools 


The superintendent of a school system is a professional person in charge of the administra- 
tion of the activities of the local school district. A number of superintendents administer the 
functions of two or more local school districts. The number of superintendents ‘in the basic units 
was estimated at 14,054 for 1963-64 and at 14,030 for 1964-65. These totals are smaller than the 
total number of persons with the title of "superintendent of schools" since they do not include 
state superintendents or superintendents of intermediate units (such as counties in the western 
states), and a few other special types. 


PUPILS 


School-age population (5 to 17), enrollments, average daily membership, and average daily at- 
tendance are basic to the measurement of the size and cost of the public schools. State figures 
and the totals for the 50 states and the District of Columbia for these four series are shown in 
Table 2 for 1963-64 and in Table 3 for 1964-65. 


Population 5-17 Years of Age 

The population aged 5-17 years is the age group which is significant for the elementary- and 
secondary-school enrollments. According to the Decennial Census the school-age population of the 
United States, including Alaska and Hawaii, has increased from 30,724,284 on April 1, 1950, to 
43,881,109 on April 1, 1960, an increase of 42.8 percent. The total population of the United States, 
excluding the Armed Forces overseas, increased from 151,325,798 to 179,323,175 over the same period, 
an increase of 18.5 percent. The school-age population was 20.3 percent of the total population in 
1950, and had increased to 25.2 percent of the total population by 1960. The Bureau of the Census 
estimate of this age group (5-17) is 48,005,000 as of July 1, 1963, and 49,396,000 for July 1, 1964, 
a gain of 12.6 percent over April 1, 1960. 


Public-School Enrollment 


State-by-state estimates of enrollments for 1963-64 and 1964-65 are shown in columns 3 to 5 of 
Tables 2 and 3. The NEA Research Division estimates include kindergarten in the elementary-school 
enrollment, include junior high schools in the secondary-school enrollment, and omit junior-college 
enrollments. These figures reflect cumulative enrollment by organization level, elementary and sec- 
ondary, through the end of each school year. The following figures show enrollments for the years 


1954-55 through 1964-65 in the NEA series.

A total enrollment of 42,784,717 is estimated for the school year 1964-65. This is an increase 
of 3.0 percent over 1963-64, and an increase of 42.8 percent over 1954-55. The percents of increase 
in enrollment over 1954-55 and for each year over the previous year are shown below.

Elementary-school enrollment increased 2.7 percent from 1963-64 to 1964-65, and since 1954-55 
it has increased 24.4 percent. Secondary-school enrollment increased 3.6 percent from 1963-64 to 


1964-65, and since 1954-55 it has increased an estimated 91.7 percent. 


Table 2, column 6, shows the 1963-64 enrollment in public elementary and secondary schools as a 
percent of the population aged 5-17 as of July 1, 1963; and Table J, column 6, the 1964-65 enroll- 
ment às a percent of the population aged 5-17 for July 1, 1964. In 1963-64, public elementary- and 
secondary-school enrollment was 86.5 percent of the population aged 5-17; in 1964-65 it was 86.6 


percent. 


The two enrollment series compiled by the U. S. Office of Education differ from the NEA series. 
For the fall enrollment series the U. S. Office of Education collects the figures on an organization 
basis (elementary and secondary enrollments rather than grade levels K-8 and 9-12). These are the 


enrollments at the beginning of the school year. 


The NEA Research Division enrollment estimates are cumulative enrollments to the end of the 
school year. The enrollment figures reported in the Statistics of State School Systems of the U. S. 
Office of Education are comparable to NEA Research Division estimates in respect to time, method of 
computation, and totals, but differ in that the U. S. Office of Education divides total enrollment 
into grade levels rather than into the organization levels of the NEA Research Division estimates. 


The NEA Research Division estimates of total enrollment and the total figures reported later 


by the U. S. Office of Education in the Statistics of State School Systems are comparable. The es- 


timates of the total enrollment in the NEA series shown above and the total enrollment figures re- 
ported in the Statistics of State School Systems series of the U. S. Office of Education shown below 
have differed only slightly for the years 1955-56 through 1961-62. The difference between the U. S. 
Office of Education estimates of total enrollment for 1961-62 and the NEA Research Division esti- 


mates for the same year is less than 2 percent.

Average Daily Membership 


A pupil is a member of a school from the date he is placed on the current roll until he perma- 
nently leaves. Membership is the total number of pupils belonging, the sum of those present and 
those absent. Average daily membership for the school year is an average obtained by dividing the 
aggregate days of membership by the number of days in which schools were in session. 


The U. S. Office of Education in State Educational Records and Reports Series: Handbook II 
recommends average daily membership as the best measure of pupil load. However, some states have 


not adopted this method for reporting pupils.

Table 2, column 8, shows the 1963-64 ADM as a percent of the population aged 5-17 as of July 1, 


1963; and Table 3, column 8, the 1964-65 ADM as a percent of the population aged 5-17 for July 1, 
1964. In 1963-64, ADM was 82.6 percent of the school-age population; in 1964-65,it was 82.8 percent. 


Average Daily Attendance 


The average daily attendance for the school year is the aggregate days the pupils were in 
school divided by the number of days school was actually in session. From 1963-64 to 1964-65, aver- 
age daily attendance increased 1,193,873 to a total of 38,475,577, an increase of 3.2 percent. The 
figures below show the trend in average daily attendance by combining the figures of the U. S. 
Office of Education and the NEA Research Division interpolations and estimates (starred):

Average daily attendance was 89.8 percent of the total enrollment in 1963-64 (Table 2, column 
10). It is estimated that in 1964-65 average daily attendance will be 89.9 percent of enrollment

Column 11 of Tables 2 and 3 gives the percent that average daily attendance is of average daily 


membership for 1963-64 and for 1964-65. The difference between 100 percent and the percents shown 
in this column is an indication of average daily absence. 


High-School Graduates 

An estimated 2,295,599 high-school pupils will graduate in 1964-65. This is an increase of 
14.1 percent over the 2,012,226 estimated for 1963-64 and an increase of 92.8 percent over the num- 
ber graduated in 1954-55. This upward trend reflects both an increased number of births and a 
higher retention rate of pupils. The figures below show the 10-year trend by combining the figures

Since 1954-55 the number of high-school graduates has increased at a faster rate than total en- 
rollment in public elementary and secondary schools, a 92.7-percent increase in graduates as com- 
pared with a 42.8-percent increase in total enrollment. For every 1,000 pupils enrolled in public 
schools in all grades (K-12) in 1954-55, 40 were graduated; in 1964-65, 54 out of every 1,000 will 


be graduated. 
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INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF 


The instructional staff comprises classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, librarians, 
guidance and psychological personnel, and related instructional workers. In these estimates the 
figures for the total instructional staff are closer to the actual figures than are the figures for 
the components of the staff. Over the years, the increased accuracy of state reporting has accounted 
for part of the shift among components of the staff. Another factor in the shift between classroom 
teachers and principals has been the gradual elimination of the position of teaching principal. The 
teaching principal, who was formerly classified as a classroom teacher, has become a nonteaching 
principal because of the consolidation of small districts or the growth of enrollments in districts. 


Total Instructional Staff 


The total instructional staff in 1964-65 is estimated at 1,788,805. This is an increase of 3.9 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,721,467 staff members in 1963-64. The estimates of the NEA 
Research Division of the numbers of classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, and other instruc- 
tional staff are shown below for each of the past two years.

The elementary-school classroom teachers totaled 937,854 in 1964-65, a gain of 3.3 percent over 
the revised estimate of 907,457 for 1963-64. The elementary-school classroom teaching staff has in- 
creased 35.7 percent since 1954-55. 


By 1964-65 the secondary-school classroom teachers numbered an estimated 698,964, a gain of 
4.6 percent over the revised estimate of 668,020 for 1963-64. Over the years since 1954-55 the num- 
ber of secondary-school teachers has increased 79.5 percent. 


For 1964-65 the total number of classroom teachers is estimated at 1,636,818, a gain of 3.9 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,575,477 for 1963-64. Since 1954-55 the total classroom teach- 


ing staff has increased 51.5 percent.

Teachers? Salaries 


The revised estimate of the average salary of the instructional staff in 1963-64 was $6,203 
(Table 6). The estimate for 1964-65 is $6,449 (Table 7). The gain of $246 represents an increase 


of 4.0 percent. 


These average salary figures are for the entire instructional staff--classroom teachers, prin- 
cipals, supervisors, and other instructional personnel. In the computation of the national average, 
each state average is weighted by the number of instructional staff members in the state. 


The trend in average salaries is shown below as a combination of figures of the U. S. Office of 
Education and estimates of the NEA Research Division (NEA Research Division estimates are starred):

instructional staff have gained every year in the past 10 years, at an average 
annual rate of 5.0 percent. The average salary per member of the instructional staff in 1964-65 is 
estimated at $6,449, an increase of $2,499, or 63.3 percent over the average salary of $3,950 in 
1954-55. However, in terms of purchasing power as measured by the Consumer Price Index of the U. S. 
Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics (1957-59 - 100.0), the average salary of instruction- 
al staff members was $4,234 in 1954-55 and had advanced to $5,949 in 1964-65. Insofar as the Con- 
sumer Price Index is an accurate measure of the increases in the cost of living for instructional 
staff members throughout the United States, the real gain in the purchasing power of average sal- 
aries amounted to 40.5 percent in the 10 years since 1954-55, 


Salaries of the 


For 1963-64 the estimated average salary of classroom teachers was revised to $5,995, or 97 per- 
cent of the average salary of the total instructional staff. The revised average annual salary of 
elementary-school teachers in 1963-64 was $5,805; and of secondary-school teachers, $6,266. 


For 1964-65 the average salary of classroom teachers is estimated at $6,235, or 97 percent of 
the figure for the entire instructional staff. This is a gain of 4.0 percent over the figure for 
1963-64. The estimated average salary of elementary-school teachers in 1964-65 is $6,035; and of 
secondary-school teachers, $6,503. 


The average salaries of elementary-school teachers are lower than those of secondary-school 
teachers; however, over the past years the difference appears to be growing smaller. In 1954-55 the 
average annual salary of elementary-school teachers was 86.2 percent of the corresponding figure for 
secondary-school teachers. By 1964-65 the average salary of elementary-school teachers increased to 
92.8 percent of the salary estimated for secondary-school teachers. The decrease in the difference 
may be the result of several factors: (a) increased preparation of elementary-school teachers, 

(b) more acute shortage of elementary-school teachers in the past 10 years, (c) longer periods of 
service, and (d) improved status in the position of elementary-school teachers. 

Table 6, columns 6 through 12, and Table 7, columns 8 through 14, show by state the percent dis- 
tribution of classroom teachers by salaries paid. The trend in this distribution for the United 


States is shown below:

In 1954-55, about 49 percent of all classroom teachers were paid less than $3,500. It is esti- 
mated that in 1964-65 fewer than 2 percent will be paid less than $3,500. In 1954-55, about 1 
classroom teacher in 5 was paid $4,500 or more; in 1964-65, more than 4 classroom teachers in 5 will 
be paid $4,500 or more. 


Differences among the states in teachers' salaries are great. Estimated average annual sal- 
aries paid instructional staff by state in 1964-65 vary from a low of $4,220 to a high of $8,300 
(excluding Alaska). Salaries of instructional staff for the 50 states are distributed as follows:

In 1964-65, the salary in the state with the highest average is about twice that in the state 
with the lowest average annual salary of instructional staff. In 1954-55 the ratio between the 
highest and the lowest average state salaries was about 2.3. Notwithstanding this decrease in per- 
centage relationship, the dollar gap has widened by about $1,300 over this 10-уеаг period. 


SCHOOL REVENUE 


The total revenue and nonrevenue receipts of public schools are estimated at $24,510,276,000 
for 1964-65. This is an increase of 7.3 percent over the revised estimated total receipts of 
$22,852, 337,000 in 1963-64. 


Revenue Receipts 


This series includes revenue receipts available for expenditures for current expenses, capital 
outlay, and debt service for public schools. Included as revenue receipts are all appropriations 
from general funds of federal, state, county, and local governments, receipts from taxes levied for 
school purposes, income from permanent school funds and endowments, income from leases of school 
lands, interest on bank deposits, tuition, gifts, etc. 


For 1963-64, revenue receipts are estimated at $21,783,543,000, an increase of 8.1 percent over 
the revised estimate of $20,150,966,000 for 1963-64. From 1954-55 through 1964-65, school revenue 
receipts increased a total of 157.3 percent at an average annual rate of 10.1 percent for the decade.

For the United States as a whole, the distribution of school revenue by source has remained 
fairly constant since 1955-56; about 4 percent from federal, 40 percent from state, and 56 percent 
from local and other sources. In 1964-65 the greater portion of school revenue was derived from 
local sources in 31 states; from state sources, in 19 states. State-by-state figures are given in 
Tables 8 and 9, columns 6 through 8, for the years 1963-64 and 1964-65.

Nonrevenue Receipts 


Nonrevenue receipts include all monies received from loans, sales of bonds, sales of property 
purchased from capital funds, and insurance adjustments. The nonrevenue receipts for 1964-65 were 
$2,726,733,000, up 0.9 percent from the revised estimate of $2,701,571,000 for 1963-64. From 1954. 
55 to 1964-65, nonrevenue receipts increased 30.5 percent. The trend in nonrevenue receipts is 
shown in a combination of figures from the U. S. Office of Education and the NEA Research Division

SCHOOL EXPENDITURES 


The total expenditures of the public schools, including current expense, capital outlay, and 
interest, increased from $21,359,290,000 in 1963-64 to an estimated $23,040,125,000 in 1964-65. 


Total Expenditures 


The total amount to be spent during 1964-65 for current expense, capital outlay, and interest 
on school debt is estimated at $23,040,125,000. This represents a 7.9-percent increase over the 


total expenditures in 1963-64.

Current Expenditures 


Current expenditure of elementary and secondary day schools includes amounts paid for general 
control, instructional service, operation, maintenance, fixed charges, and other school services at 
all levels of administration--state, intermediate, and basic local. Current expenditure comprises 
all governmental contributions to the retirement fund and expenditure for school services, including 
attendance, health services, transportation, food services, and others. This figure does not in- 
clude payments for capital outlay and interest on school debt or, except when otherwise noted, 


amounts spent for community colleges, adult education, summer school, and community services. 


The estimated current expenditure increased from $17,138,751,000 in 1963-64 to $18,577,123,000 
in 1964-65. The following figures show the increases in current expenditure as reported by the 
U. S. Office of Education and the NEA Research Division (NEA Research Division estimates are 


starred):

Current expenditure per pupil in ADA increased from $275 in 1954-55 to an estimated $483 in 
1964-65, a rise of 75.6 percent. Variations among the states in expenditures per pupil are great.

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Current Expenditure per Pupil in ADM 


Average daily membership (ADM) is recommended as a better measure than ADA for use in computing 


per-pupil expenditures. It represents an average of the pupils belonging--those attending (ADA) 
plus those absent--and provides a better measure of the number of pupils for whom the expenditures 
were made. Because some states have not adopted this method of pupil reporting, figures on expendi- 


tures per pupil in ADM are incomplete. 


Column 4 of Tables 10 and 11 gives the expenditure per pupil in ADM for 1963-64 and for 1964-65 
for each of the 43 states and the District of Columbia reporting ADM. From this incomplete return, 
the NEA Research Division has estimated the expenditure for the 50 states and the District of Colum- 
bia per pupil in ADM to be $432 for 1962-63 and $454 for 1964-65, or about 94 percent of the ex- 


penditure per pupil in ADA for each of these years. 


Current Expenditures for Other Programs 


Current expenditures for programs other than elementary and secondary day school programs in- 
clude expenditures for summer schools, community colleges, adult education, and for community serv- 
ices (public libraries, community centers, recreational programs, etc.) when operated by local 
school districts. 


Current expenditures for other programs amounted to $459,135,000 in 1963-64 and to $491,826,000 


in 1964-65, an increase of 7.1 percent. 


Capital Outlay 


Capital outlay was estimated at $3,080,967,000 for 1963-64 and at $3,242,564 for 1964-65. The 
10-year trend in expenditures for capital outlay is given below for the years 1954-55 through 1964- 
65 by combining figures from the U. S. Office of Education and estimates of the NEA Research Divi-

Interest on School Debt 


For the school year 1963-64 the total expenditure for interest was estimated at $680,437,000. 
For the school year 1964-65 this expenditure increased to $728,612,000, a gain of 7.1 percent. The
